NEW RENT act, | 


Four Alillion Houses Affected. 


The promise by the Gorerm- 
ment of a naw Rent Act will tend 
to sppease everybody, for no Act 
of recent years bas given risa to 
so much litigation—it is said thet 
15.000 cases have come into court 
underit—and the judgments hava 
bean so diverse and new points 
and difficulties have been raised 
so often that noone knows to-day 
exactly where he stands, writes 
a legal authority in a Home 
paper. 

The naw Act will almost

GERMANY’S ATTITUDE, 


‘To those who read between the 
lines of the messages relating to 
Germany's attitule towarJs the 
invading Freoch and Belgian 
forces, there must appear pro- 
spects of- a disquietivg nature. 
Were the Germans to adopt a 
policy of absolute passive resist- 
aace—-3 system as it were of 
non-co-operation—we fear the 
French authorities will find it 
extremely difficult to carry out 
the ccostemplated measures for 
obtaining reparations:""The pao 
ple in the newly occupied terri- 
tories ara coftain to be very 
hostile, and, even if no active 
resistarce ba indulged in, they 
will be able to administer as 
succession of pin-pricks that 
might become most exasperating. 
From what we already know of 
the declared policy of the Ger- 
mao Government, the utmost 
will ba made of every opportunity 
to place obstacles ia the way of 
the forces of occupation. The 
deliberate statement that the 
country’s obligations have ceased, 
acd that the French action is a 
breach of the Peace Tréaty, can 
mean only one thing—that the 
Berlin Government does nos 
intend to carry out,any of the 
terms that it canavoid fulfilling. 
One cable published yesterday 
read: “The German Govera- 
ment has ordered the cessation 
of transport of the reparations 
coal.” This can be interpreted 
as indicating thatthe inhabitants 
of the occupied territory will be 
encouraged to refuse to assist 
the French in obtsining whatis 
due under the reparations agree- 
ments. There ate grave possibil- 


ities ahead, such as an absolute 


refusal by the Germans to mine 
for coal inthe Rubr. This would 


necessitate the employment by 
France of her own nationals, 


which would be a stupendous 
and costly undertaking. Thea 
same could apply to the 
question of timber deliveries.
